ſhore, where (by the height of the bankes ) the violence of the 
wind is fomewhat broken, it is up and downe toſled alwayes, 
and the more ſailes the more danger and hazzard. So Chrifti- 
ans in their voyage to the new 7er»/alews, mult not only have 
the wings of love, but the ballaſt of feare deſcending in a low 
fight to make them goe ſteddy. We muſt not have love only 
but feare, ( whereby we flie low ) leaſt otherwiſe we move but 
wantonly, ipping and danceing by fits and by ſpurrs in good 
wayes, and keepe not any conſtant courſe in our holy voyage. 
The eminency and exce!lency,the ſecurity and ſafety of a Chri- 
ſtian converſation ariſeth from a mixture of feare and love ; 
for as the pureſt white and faireſt red mixed together, make the 
beautie of the face in the body: ſo the mixture of feare and love 
make the beautie of the affeQzon in the ſoule, feare mixed with 
love, for it maſt not goe alone. Feare though it be ape to make 
us careful) and cantious, carefull how to pleaſe God, and cau- 
tious, fearefull to offend him, yet if it be alone will precipitate 
us into deſpaire, or into the forlorne hope It muſt be tempered 
therefore with love, that we looke not only upon the great- 
neſfe, but on the goodneſle and ſweetyeſſe of God, that as we 
are affeRed with the proſpet ofthe one, viz. his greatneſle, 
with an affeRion of holy humt:e feare, and lowly awe and re- 
verence of him, ſo that that may not beate us downe and over- 
throw us by deſpaire, we muſt keep up (advanced by the wings 
of love ) looking upon his ſweetneſle and his goodneſle. If we 
thinke on nothing bur love, fix our eyes on nothing but good- 
neſfe and ſweetneſſe in God, we ſhall be ready to charge.our 
finnes on his backe in our preſumption of his goodneſle, bvild- 
ing on his mercy inordinatly, and ſo preſume ro doe iy thing.

Camererins - thoſe of bis owne houſe. Plaucuu Plantins hideirig himlelfe in

L. c, 20, of his ſweet oyles, wherewith be uſed luxuriouſly to anoyne 
himſelfe.

Tacitus witneſleth in the beginning of his 
Empire expreſſed the like patience, for he diſſembled bitter

A certaine Poet called Afagss, girded at Philemon in. his pub- 
lique playes; afterwards being in Philemons power , he com-
